Autocracy, of

distasteful to the liberty loving American people but there 
is a line, clearly discernable, in free \merica beyond which 
individuals cannot go without being compelled to suffer 
the consequences. At any rate there can he no manner of 
reason for permitting any individual not 
an American 
citizen of tested and proven patriotism to publically criti­ 
cize and abuse our officials, our institutions and prosper­ 
o u s citizens. 
lf foreigners do not like America and America's in­ 
stitutions they have no business here and no claim upon 
the government for its privileges and protection. 
Our officials would he rightly blamed if they permit 
foreigners to preach dangerous doctrines in America. 
If 
they prefer Bolshevism and anarchy to America’s law and 
order and equal opportunity, to the government officials 
who can be changed at any time by a proper and orderly 
expression of the majority, they can satisfy such a p r e f e r ­ 
ence by going to Russia or to the Balkans. 
If they don’t 
want to go the}' should be sent. 
Troop ships returning to Europe should carry as fast 
as they can be corralled and labelled, every foreigner who 
preaches discontent in this country.
